Applicants hereby petition to have the time for reply to the Notice Of Missing Parts (attached 
hereto with the filing receipt, as Exhibit A) mailed in connection with the above mentioned 
application reset. 

The Notice of Missing Parts (and the filing receipt) has printed thereon a mailing date of March 2, 
2004, but it was not received at the office of the undersigned until October 25, 2004, as evidenced 
by the "EPLC Received" stamp on the Notice, and in addition as evidenced by the entries in our 
internal docket for this Application, attached hereto as Exhibit B.

If this Petition is granted, Applicants request that the response to the Notice (also attached hereto) 
be forwarded to the appropriate office for processing. In an October 27, 2004 conversation
